Denver, Nov. 26 - The National Cat¬ 
tlemen's Assn, today voiced strong op¬ 
position to the Administration plans to 
suspend limits on meat imports in 1981. 

The NCA statement followed a 
government estimate of 1981 imports 
and an announcement of plans to sus¬ 
pend quotas and not negotiate import 
restraints with the exporting nations. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
has now estimated that, without con¬ 
trols, imports subject to the Meat Im¬ 
port Law would total 1,468 million 
pounds in 1081. This is Ll million 
pounds more than the import law, with 
Its counter-cyclical quota formula, 
would normally permit next year. 

Claiming that the total meat Bupply 
in 1981 will be Inadequate, the Ad¬ 
ministration said it intended to suspend 
the import quotas which apply to beef 
and veal. By law, the Administration 
must make a decision on 1981 meat im¬ 
port restrictions by Jan. 1. 

Meriyn Carlson, NCA prenidenl, 
strongly criticized the Carter ad¬ 
ministration's action, and hu pointed 
out that, as in past cases like this, the 
net Ion actually could he counterproduc¬ 
tive nnd hurt the public as well as cat¬ 
tlemen. 

Carlson said, “First, ii should bo 
recognized that, because of rapidly 
escalating costs bs well as lowor cattle 


prices, most cattlemen have been losing 
money recently. While the estimated 
amount of extra meat to be imported is 
not large, the government's action may 
create more uncertainty and discourage 
many cattlemen. This can halt or limit 
the rebuilding of cattle herds. As a 
result, the public may see less beof and 
higher prices in future years than 
otherwise would be the case.

NCA Survey Suggests 
Positive Approach to 
Futures Market Use 

(CONT. FROM PAGE 1) 
work for Improvement of the futures 
contract ana help members use the 
markets more effectively. 

In response to a directive from the 
membership -at the last convention, 
NCA conducted a survey, through 
NCA’e Beef Business Bulletin, among 
all members. 

A substantial number of members 
responded to the survey, which was 
| sponsored by the Marketing Commit¬ 
tee, and the survey findings are con¬ 
sidered valid by NCA’a Council of 
Economic Advisors. 

The results of tho survey and the 
recommendations of a marketing sub¬ 
committee on cattle futures were 
presented to the NCA board of direc¬ 
tors at a recent meeting. The recom¬ 
mendations will now go tho the 
Marketing Committee and to the 
members at the 1981 convention. 

After reviewing the extensive 
survey results, the marketing subcom¬ 
mittee concluded and recommended: 

1. NCA should not pursue disconti¬ 
nuance of cattle futures trading. A 
positive approach toward improvement 
in and use of the markets should bo 
taken. 

2. NCA should not change 11s present 
policies on futures markets. 

i 8. NCA should pursue the following 
action program: 

a. Educational — Conduct objec¬ 
tive educational seminars on futures 
trading and operation of the exchanges; 
provide members and other cattlemen 
with information on futures trading — 
through such means as the Beef 
Business Bulletin, affiliated association 
magazines and other farm and trade 
media. 

b. NCA should work for contract 
and other changes — including develop¬ 
ment of a delivery certificate; changes 
in both the live cattle and feeder cattle 
contracts; and changes in the deliver; 
system and delivery points. NCA also 
should determine the feasibility of beof 
(boxed and carcass) contracts. 

c. Modify the rules in regard to: (1) 
trade limits: (21 regulating the activities 
of large traders; (3) surveillance of the 
markets.

Texas Sheep & 

Lambs on Feed 

Sheep and lambs on feed for 
slaughter on November 1,1980 totaled 
160,000, according to Lhe Texas Crop 
and Livestock Reporting Service. This 
is 33 percent above a year ago. Sheep 
and lambs on feed for slaughter consists 
of those being fattened in a drylot or on 
pasture and are expected to produce a 
carcass that will grade good or better, 

Placements in drylots and pastures 
during September and October totaled 
120,000, up 14 percent from the same 
period in 1979, 

Of the 160,000 on feed, 133.000 are in 
drylots with a capacity of 2,000 or more. 
Sheep on feed in drylots are up 32 per¬ 
cent from a year ago. Placements Into 
drylots during October totaled 64,000 
head and marketings were 62,000 head, 
88 percent above a year ago.
